Railroad Station Demolished, Signal 


Tower Wrecked and Trains to New 


York Held Up. 


Philadelphia, March 28—High wind 
Incidental to a series of thunderstorm s 
which struck the country between New 
York and Philadelphia overturned a 
station at Taeony, twelve miles from 
Philadelphia; upset a railroad shed at 
W issinoming and shoved tile station 
at Tullytown out upon the Pennsylva­ 
nia railroad tracks. 
The road had to discontinue selling 
tickets from New York to Phiiadel 
phia, and trains for the west and the 
south had to go around the obstructed 
line, either by the Amboy division or 
the Trenton cut-off or else wait unti 
tlve railroad's workmen were able Jc 
clear the tracks Tickets to points be 
yond Philadelphia were sold subject tc 
delay. 
The Pennsylvania 
railroad w asn’t 
able to tell surely w hether any lives 
had been lost or not Its wires were 
down most of the way from Trenton 
to Philadelphia It was said, however, 
by a representative of the road that 
one man had been reported dead in 
the wreck of the station at Tacony. 
Thirty workmen who were standing 
at the Pennsylvania railroad station at 
Tacony, waiting for the southbound 
train, were swept from their feet and 
an instant later the station building 
was torn from its foundations and 
crushed into a mass of wreckage. One 
man met Instant death by being bur­ 
ied beneath the wreckage. 
A short distance down the track a 
signal tower was snapped from its 
concrete foundation and carried some 
distance. 
A wrecking train which is stationed 
at Tacony was completely pocketed by 
the storm. One of its cars was blown 
from the tracks and telegraph poles 
were thrown across the rails before 
and behind it. 
Freight cars standing 
upon sidings were thrown upon the 
roadbed. A thousand men were sent 
out from Philadelphia*and set to work 
on the wreckage 
Three trains, leaving Philadelphia 
at about the tim e the thunderstorm 
broke, came up l>ehind the wreckage 
and had to (tack to Frankford, and 
then 
proceeded over the Delaware 
river branch 
Following trains were 
detoured over the sam e route, pending 
the rehabilitation of the line 


WANTS TO BE WITH MOTHER 


Mustc Teacher Used Rusty Pistol In 
Suicide Attempt. 
Boonton. N J., March 28.—Miss Ada 
Simon is lying at ber home in a criti 
cal condition, with two self-inflicted 
wounds. 
Both bullets just missed the heart. 
She refused to allow physicians to 
probe for the bullets, saying that she 
wanted to die and be with ber m other 
Miss Simon, a music teacher, lived 
for many years with her m other. The 
mother died four months ago, and 
since then Miss Simon had been met 
ancholy. She often said she hoped to 
he with her m other on her next birth­ 
day, which comes early In April.

Called to Preserve Order. 


Philadelphia, S ta rc h 
28. — Amid 
scenes of noisy disorder and angry 
disputes and while all the delegates 
were on their feet, the opening session 
of the first congress of Italians in the 
United States was adjourned before 
the program in H orticultural hall/w as 
finished. 
« 
Police interference was necessary in 
the proceedings when two delegates 
got into a dispute, and, jumping to 
their 
feet, sprang at each 
other’s 
throats. 
They w ere 
throttling each 
other when finally separated by the 
m ayor's detective. William H. McFad- 
den, who ran to them from his place 
on the stage. 
McFadden telephoned to the city 
hall for a detail of plain nothes men, 
w ho quickly put in an appearance But 
before their arrival the two disputants 
broke out afresh. Both rose and again 
made at each other amid a repetition 
of hisses and cries of O r d e r ’’ from 
the other delegates. A policeman ap­ 
peared 
from the rear and tried to 
m ake the two men sit down, and af­ 
ter considerable confusion they were 
quieted. 
Mayor Reyburn, who had welcomed 
the delegates, was seated on the stage 
when these disturbances occurred Mc­ 
Fadden was standing near him and a 
distinguished body of Italians were 
seated nearby, Including the Marquis 
Negrotto, who had brought greetings 
to the congress In the name of the 
king of Italy T he Italian am bassador, 
the Marquis DI Bugnino, who is re­ 
garded as one of the greatest orators 
in Italy, had juat announced th at he 
brought greetings from the Italian Na­ 
tional Institute of Rome 
“ From Rome,” he said in Italian, 
"w here today the fiftieth anniversary 
of the proclam ation of Italy’s unity 
and freedom is being celebrated*’— 


Hiasaa Greet Speaker. 


The rest of the sentence was loft 
on most of the audience H isses and 
cries of "O rder!” and "Silence!" arose 
on the air from the north side a little 
more than half way dowu the ball 
The delegates sitting there had risen. 
Two men were seen standing and dis­ 
puting aloud regardless of the disap­ 
proval of their action by most of those 
present. 
One of the disputants made a re­ 
mark th at was inaudible 
from 
the 
stage. An Instant later they clinched 
and one tried to force the other to his 
seat. It was at this juncture that the 
m ayor’s secretary Interfered. 
The next disturbance, one which 
brought the m eeting to a sudden ad 
journm ent in the m idst of a scene of 
turbulence, occurred 
while 
Dr. M 
Mazza. chairm an, was speaking 
In 
closing his somewhat lengthy rem arks, 
Dr. Mazza said: "I now declare the 
first congress of Italians in the United 
States opened ” 
The instant Dr, Mazza declared th e 
congress opened, Kdmondo Rossini, a 
delegates of the Italian Socialist Fed­ 
eration of New York, jum ped to hts 
feet and demanded to lie heard. 
Dr 
Mazza told him he waa out of order. 
Rossini, with his right hand raised 
high, insisted on his right to be heard 
Amid hisses and shouts of protest, 
he cried out to the presiding officer s 
motion that the congress send a salute 
to all Italian workmen In Philadelphia 
and throughout the United States. 
The noise and confusion increased 
as the New York Socialist stood his 
ground and refused to ait down Amid 
shouts and hisses and the greatest 
confusion, Dr Mazza declared th* sea 
sioo adjourned.

place on Saturday, in 
which 143 persons lost their lives, Is 
placed, by general consent, upon “the 
authorities* for not requiring more 
Ore escapes, but whether the state or 
city authorities are to blame Is a 
question that evidently will be bitterly 
disputed. 
The first formal investigation into 
the fire in the Aacbe building, begun 
by Fire Mirahal Beers at fire head­ 
quarters, brought out pretty clearly 
the place of the fire’s origin and also 
served to abow how a fire drill might 
have prevented the loss of life watch 
occurred. 
From Samuel Bernstein, the general 
manager, and Louis Brown, a mach in 
1st, both on the eighth floor, tt was 
brought out that the fire originated In 
a tot of clippings from the shirtwaist 
material near a cutting table on the 
east side of the building, next to the 
second window from the elevators. 
There was no witness to tell Just what 
caused it. There was a law against 
smoking, but the floor, nevertheless, 
was found strewn with cigarette butts. 
Although not established by the testi­ 
mony, the belief of the fire marshal is 
that somebody threw s match or a 
cigarette into the clippings, as a fa 
verite time for lighting cigarettes In 
such places is Just about the quitting 
hour. 
The fire, according to these wit­ 
nesses, spread from the pile of dip­ 
pings to the 
table plied 
with cut 
lawns. 
Bernstein said that the fire 
was called to bis attention by a girl 
and that he and a couple of others 
fought It for a minute and s half by 
throwing water from the pails. 
Nearby was a standpipe bose, which 
could have been taken down easily 
and a few turns of a wheel would 
tiave let loose the water from a tank 
on the roof, holding hundreds of gal­ 
lons of water and replenished as last 
as it was used by an automatic pump. 
No attempt was made to use this, al 
though Fire Marshal Beers gave It as 
‘ids opinion that It would have beld 
the fire 
Only Two on Eighth Floor Killed. 
While Bernstein was trying to pat 
out the fire. Brown was sent to quell 
the panic among the girls and make 
them go down stairs Brows said that 
while the door to the stairs opened in 
ward It was not locked The crowd at 
the door 
prevented It from tieing 
opened, but he quickly got it open and 
most of the girls went down stairs, 
others going down the elevators and 
a few to the roof. Only two persons on 
the eighth floor were killed. 
The story of what happened on the 
tenth floor was told by Blanch and 
Harris, the two proprietors, and went 
to show that only one person on that 
floor was lost, but there were no wit 
nesses to tell the awful story of the 
ninth floor. This, it is hoped, will be 
brought out st the next hearing 
This was the floor where were the 
sewing machines arranged in ’’bat 
terlea," and where bodies were found 
piled up in heaps near n window on 
the Greene street side against a light 
board partition. Out In the ballan) 
close by was another standpipe hose. 
but nobody tried to use this, it ap 
pealed, aa would have been the caae 
probably had these been a fire drill 
Bo far as could be ascertained, the 
door on the ninth floor was not lock 
cd It was proved from witnesses thai 
those on the other floors were no) 
locked. 
One of the elevator men testified 
that on hi* last trip he reached the 
ninth floor and called for some one to 
get in his car, but nobody responded. 
Mr. Blanrk 
testified that ou the 
eighth floor about 200 were employed. 
on the ninth 300 to 350, and on the 
tenth about 200. About 80 per cern 
were foreigners.
